Discouraging National 
Illinois Health Trend 

One of the most discouraging of all trends 
is the continuing national increase in prevalence of 
social disease, following what appeared to be a 
knockout punch in, the early 1950s. 

Tlte dramatic decrease from 1930 through 
1956 has reversed itself and now surpassed the 
1950 level. Primary and secondary syphilis cases 
reported to the U. S. Public Health Service have 
increased from 6399 in 1956 to 23,336 in 1965, 
newly-completed statistics disclose. Gonorrhea 
cases have risen from 224,683 to 324,925 yearly 
in the same decade. 

Venereal disease is a subject seldom dis¬ 
cussed verbally or in print, and this is part of the 
problem!. With prompt reporting, it is now possi¬ 
ble to virtually eliminate it as a major factor in 
the nationwide health picture. But the misguided 
suppression of knowledge and remedial steps has 
enabled it to return to a level where it is affecting 
a significant portion of the population, particularly 
in die teen years. 

Illinoisans, certainly, have no cause for com¬ 
placence. Their rate, at the infectious stage, is 13 
cases per 100,000 population, or more than the 
national average of 12.2. 

Records indicate that a greater proportion of 
the cases is being detected in the primary and sec¬ 
ondary stage. But the overall increase is of such 
alarming proportions that it poses the threat of 
getting completely out of control. The more cases 
each year, the obvious potential for still higher 
incidence the following year. 

Will the present pattern be halted? We 
earnestly hope so, but a widespread change in 
altitude and awareness may be necessary to 
achieve a new downtrend.

President Delyte W. Mor¬ 
ris stated that the policy of 
gradual enforcement is being 
adopted out of sympathy for the 
more than 2600 students who al¬ 
ready have invested 
cycles and who have made 
housing arrangements that 
would permit use of (he vehicles. 

In general, regulations adopted 
in 19^ state that no undergradu¬ 
ates may operate motor vehicles 
except those who live — *'— 
two miles from the campus, 
allows for specific considerations 
regarding exemptions but makes 
no allowances for types of ve¬ 
hicles.

Home notes

It's easy to make, even easier 
- yet ic wash. 

Just when it seems there are 
no more really different and in¬ 
genious ideas for home decora¬ 
ting, alottg comes something 
bright as a new penny ~ using 
plastic webbing, best known for 
its use on garden chairs, to make 
window curtains. 

Vertical strips of white plastic 
webbing make a distinctive win¬ 
dow treatment for a boy's bed¬ 
room, den, family room, base¬ 
ment recreation room, or any • 
room in a summer cottage in 
short, anywhere that an inform¬ 
al motil is desired. 

Plastic webbing—available by 
the yard in a choice of colors — 
is simple for even an inexperi¬ 
enced seamstress to work with, 
because little actual sewing is 
involved. 

Here’s how it's done: cut sev¬ 
eral strife of webbing the length 
of the window, and sew a loop 
of any fabric to the to!^> and 
bottom edges of each strip. You 
will need two round cafe curtain 
rods for each window — one for 
the top and one for the bottom. 
Then simply insert a fod through 
the fabric loops at dach end, 
iwving one-inch spacea'^in be¬ 
tween the strips. 

Place the rods in brackets at 
the top and'bottom of the win-' 
dow and presto! You have a 
neat, tailored window treatment 
that won't be disturbed by the 
highest wind or stormiest wea¬ 
ther. 

In fair weather,, the webbing 
strips allow plenty of light to 
come through because of their 
loosely woven construction and 
the spacing. 

You don’t always bave to take 
webbing down to keep it clean, 
a once-over with a sponge dipped 
into hot soap or detergent suds 
will remove surface dirt right at 
the window. However, it should 
get a "real" laundering at least 
once a season. Swish the strips 
through hot suds, rinse under the 
faucet, shake off excess water. 


wipe with a towel — and hang 
them back in place. 

If the sunlight reveals "under 
par" wood furniture, some "doc¬ 
toring" may be in order. 

Many treatments may be ad¬ 
ministered by the amateur. 
However, it’s best to leave deep 
seated marks and major repairs 
to a professional. 

You can often give a new look 
to furniture that has been re¬ 
peatedly polished or waxed, by 
applying a wood-cleaner. This 
will remove the old polish and 
wax without warping the wood. 
Then, apply a fresh coal of polish 
or wax. Just renewing the wax 
may only muddy the finish. 

To repair simple scratches the 
Slick scratch-removers are help¬ 
ful. These are available in many 
paint and hardware stores. Or, 
for scratch removal, you can 
touch up the area with varnish, 
varnish stain or other finish. The 
whole surface needs refinishing 
if major scratches exist. 

You may be able to remove 
white marks, caused by water or 
alcohol, from a wood table by 
using heat near its surface. An 
infra-red bulb, electric iron or 
hair dryer can supply the heat. 
Remember, however, that too 
much heat will damage the fin¬ 
ish. Or, rub the .spot with a mix¬ 
ture of oil of lemon and dena¬ 
tured alcohol, in equal parts. 
Rub lightly, not through, the var¬ 
nish coat. 

Small dents stand a good 
chance of removal if the wood 
hasn't been crushed loo much. 
These small dents may be raised 
by leaving a damp cloth on them 
overnight. Of course, the finish 
may then need re-doing if dam¬ 
age. 

Marks caused by cigaret bums 
will probably need to be sanded 
out if not removed by furniture 
polish. After sanding, stick shel¬ 
lac can be used to restore finish. 
If you are handy with tools, you 
may be able to patch the burned 
area with a chip from the under¬ 
side of the table.
